American shock troops, mopping 
up stubborn pockets of enemy re­ 
sistance within embattled Cher­ 
bourg,

in 
fierce 
fighting in parts of the great 
French port, but Allied headquar­ 
ters indicated that all German op­ 
position may be expected to end 
shortly. 
An Allied spokesman described 
the tactics employed by the Yanks 
in obtaining "the present highly 
satisfactory position.” He said that 
the Americans infiltrated and by­ 
passed key points, "eventually a t­ 
tacking these key points and forc­ 
ing their capitulation.” 
Fighting for every strongpoint 
has been “particularly severe’’ and 
occasional enemy counter-attack* 
had to be repulsed.

where

Rum Move Ahead 
Fighting, meanwhile, raged along

Vitebsk, White Russian key com­ 
munications center. 
The Soviet troops cut off the 
vital enemy position when two 
Russian columns swept around the 
city to link forces. One spearhead 
pursued the enemy west of the 
town, forcing the Dvina river In 
this swift advance the Soviets 
linked up with other Red Army 
troops advancing south 
of the 
city, to cut off all hope of escape 
for the rem nants of five German 
divisions within the trap. 
In Italy troops of the Fifth Army 
smashed 
ahead 
for 
substantial 
gains with American forces tak ­ 
ing the im portant Tyrrhenian sea 
port of Piombino. 
Other elements of the 
Fifth 
Army drove to a point more than 
half way from captured Grosseto 
to the im portant communications 
center of Siena. 
On the Eighth Army front, the 
Allies overcame enemy resistance 
based on rearguard "delaying po­ 
sitions." British, South African and 
Indian troops occupied a number 
of villages, as spearheads drove to 
within two miles of Castiglione on 
the western shore of Lake Tras- 
imeno. 
The Germans renewed their day­ 
light robot bomb attacks against 
Southern England, taking advan­ 
tage of adverse flying weather to 
step up their terror raids. The 
Dover straits were overcast and 
rain made it difficult for Allied 
fighters to intercept the robot 
bombs.

Jaeekle. of Buffalo, often men­ 
tioned for the post, will remain in 
his present Capacity, while J. Rus- j 
sell Sprague, New York’s COP na­ 
tional committeeman, will retain 
that post. 
Brownell. Jaeekle and Sprague 
are credited with managing Dewey 
into the nomination without ever 
making him a candidate. 
And unless Bricker stages a 
startling gesture of unity, second 
place will go to California’s W ar­ 
ren. Although the Californian has 
declared he is not a candidate for 
the honor, he has told some of his 
confidants:

Simultaneously

ture of Tapotchau m arines swept 
over the Ragman peninsula on the 
I other side of the island without 
much opposition. On the southern 
tip of Saipan, a small detachm ent 
continued a slow advance against 
Japs trapped on N afutan point. 
There remains the possibility of 
a 
last ditch battle at the 
north 
end of the island near Tanapag 
harbor or Marpi point airfield, and 
American commanders are keep­ 
ing their lines as straight as pos­ 
sible advancing up the island. 
The very first line run* from 
^ the 
beach through the 
southern 
outskirts of the town of Garapan 
and benda back through the foot­ 
hills into Tapotchau. The line as 
it now stands is behind the town. 
but patrols working far into G ara­ 
pan itself find little resistance. 
Marine* moved ten block* into 
the town against light opposition 
from 
infantry, heavy 
opposition 
from m ortars and artillery. The 
Marines picked their way into the 
outskirts of the towm and five Jap 
tanks 
trying 
to 
counterattack 
got knocked out by two American 
medium 
tanks which 
surprised 
them. 
Yesterday from a ridge on the 
front line Jap* w'ere seen moving 
in little groups in the towm appar­ 
ently fortifying the line. but this 
morning patrols did not find any 
Japs there. 
So far infantry action has been 
light although casualties were *uf- 
ed on both sides in long range 
artillery and air actions. A com­ 
pany atop a frontline ridge near 
Garapan killed 20 Japs trying to 
make their way back to their own 
Lines during the night. Few snip­ 
ers have been killed in Garapan 
but 
many little g oups of 
Jap* 
have been annihilated in mountain 
pockets. However, with the ex-1 
ception of a single three hundred 
man counterattack on the second 
night 
and the Tapotchau 
fight 
this morning there has been little 
actual infantry battling. 
Jap 
machinegun* on the 
hills 
outside of Garapan rake patrols 
occasionally but the men on the 
front, itself, at this point are re­ 
lieved of tension and able to play

Their play consists thiefJy of driv­ 
ing oxcarts w.th cow’s or oxen or

Marines who have been pushing

so the w-hole line can

en Most people think they under­ 
stand all about them, but if they 
do they have grasped the funda­ 
mental principles of a large sec­ 
tion of knowledge about disease 
processes, because these innocent 
and simple blemishes are patho­ 
logic structures of rather in tri­ 
cate pattern. 
A corn is an example of the 
process of hypertrophy, or over­ 
growth. H ypertrophy is usually 
due to overwork and the overwork 
th at occurs in the case of the corn 
is that of too much pressure. The 
skin is designed to resist pressure, 
but in the spots where there is 
little supporting soft tissue under­ 
neath and over a bony prominence, 
and the prcsaure is regular and 
recurrent or continuous the re­ 
sulting reaction on the part of the 
skin is to build up layer after 
layer of its hard keratinizing ele­ 
ments. In other words I am de­ 
scribing the proceas that occurs 
to make a corn on the little toe 
where the shoe presses on it. If 
the pressure is removed, N ature 
reverses herself and her proces.sea 
and the corn goes away. And that 
is the best treatm ent for corns— 
get a well-fitting pair of shoes. 


Removal of Coma 
In most cases, however, some 
tem porary 
treatm ent 
precedes 
tim fundam ental treatm ent and 
is necessary because of the pain 
the corn causes. Paring the top of 
the corn off with a razor blade 
gives tem porary relief, but the 
ideal thing is to remove the cen­ 
tra l heavy core. But that, to coin 
a phrase, is easier said than done. 
Specialists claim to be able to do 
it by dissection after the foot has 
been immersed in hot w ater for a 
q uarter of an hour. B ut a warning 
should be inserted th a t it is bet­ 
ter for the subject not to try to 
do this himself. N ature has so 
arranged things th a t the anatom i­ 
cal position a guy gets himself 
into when he is about to remove 
his own corn is ju st as awkward 
as trying to construct a sentence 
like this to elucidate it. 
Corn plasters are designed to 


soften the corn so that the core 
can be removed- The basic in­ 
gredient of practically all corn 
plasters is salicylic acid. This 
softens and m acerates skin, es­ 
pecially horny skin. 
But the fundam ental treatm ent, 
as was indicated above, is the re­ 
lief of the cause—poorly fitting 
shoes. 
Treating Wart* 


VV arts consist of overgrowth of 
skin, but of a different kind from 
Corns. They are not hypertrophic, 
but new growths. Probably most 
of them are due to infection of 
the skin with a virus. This is in­ 
dicated by the observation that 
they are contagious. This is par­ 
ticularly true of plantar w arts on 
the bottom of the feet. 
There are two ways of treating 
warts. Each has its advantages 
and disadvantages. One way is 
aimed at destruction of the w art 
by surgery, curetting. Xray, dia­ 
thermy or caustics. The advan­ 
tage of these methods is that they 
are succe 
ful: the disadvantage 
is the trouble, pain and expense. 
Xray, however, is not painful and 
is a piece of modern magic. You 
expose the w art to the Xray on 
Friday, June the 30th. On July 
22nd you all of a sudden notice 
it’s gone. 
T hat is all there is 
to it. 
The other ways 
w arts are painless, 
but most uncertain, 
all the way from wearing charm s 
to the use of lime water. The most 
reliable of all is to have the drug­ 
gist give you a small half-ounce 
bottle of 40 per cent form alin. 
C arry it around in your pocket. 
Whenever you think of it moisten 
the cork and dab it on the wart. 
One day you will notice there is 
no w art to dab it on. That is, you 
will notice there is no w art if this 
remedy is successful in your case.

IN PLANNING your play for a 
suit contract, you will find that 
most hands may be considered as 
coming within one of several 
princiffll classes. There are four 
main ones, each with a number of 
variations. 
First, and simplest, is that in 
which you gain the lead at once, 
promptly play trumps to make 
sure of eliminating any which 
your opponents otherwise might 
retain for ruffing purposes, and 
finish by scoring your high cards 
in other suits. Second is that in 
which you run trumps first, then 
follow with the long side suit in 
your own hand or dummy, dis­ 
carding losers of some other suit 
or suits on i t Third is the one in 
which you use dummy's trumps for 
ruffing out losers before you lead 
trumps Fourth is that in which 
you never lead trumps, but use 
those of both your hand and dum­ 
my for ruffing—a process called 
the cross-ruff
